He based this estim a te on 
current budget trends and a s­ 
sumed 
continuation

“ Corporate demands for funds 
from the ca pita l m a rket are ex­ 
pected to remain high, in view 
of the planned growth in capital 
spending, 
the leveling of re­ 
ta ined earnings and the low' lev­ 
el of corporate liquidity. How'- 
ever, the net funds ra ised by 
businesses through bond issues, 
bank loa ns, and trade credit a rc 
expected to decline som ew ha t 
from 19 68 beca use of the less­ 
ened a va ila bility of funds.” 
H e predicted tha t about $6.8 
billion would be added to con­ 
sum er debt in 19 69 , com pared 
with a net increa se of $8 .5 bil­ 
lion la st yea r. He attributed this 
pa rtly 
to 
“ less 
exubera nt 
growth In personal consumption 
expenditures.” 
The life insurance econom ist 
wa s optim istic about the a va il­ 
a bility of m ortga ge funds. He 
predicted that tota l m ortga ge 
credit outstanding would show a 
net increa se of a lm ost $31 bil­ 
lion in 19 69 , com pa red with $2 
billion in 19 68 . 
He 
said,

com m it­ 
m ents on residentia l m ortga ge 
oa ns from sa vings institutions 
ha ve risen, lea ding to a strong 
pickup in housing sta rts during 
the sum m er and fall of 19 68 ,

19 69 . The grea test strength ha s
